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IN THE WIND 


Jeromy Buehl (Kaw) swept both 125cc 
main events at the February 23-24 PJ1 
Super Arenacross, held in New Haven, 
Connecticut. Mike Jones (Suz) won both 
250cc mains, but consistent finishes in all 
four races by Jimmy Gaddis (Kaw) 
allowed the defending champ to retain a 
healthy series point lead over Buehl. 


Doug Blackwell (Yam) scored the over- 
all win at the Wings & Wheels Hare 
Scrambles in Breman, Georgia, on Febru- 
ary 25. The event was the eighth round 
of the AMA Mid-South Hare Scrambles 
Series. Blackwell finished ahead of series 
rivals Robert Patterson (Suz) and Duane 
Conner (Yam). Rounding out the top 
five overall were Mike Morris (Yam) 
and four-time National Enduro Champi- 
on Terry Cunningham (Kaw). 


Kawasaki's off-road and road race man- 
ager Mark Johnson has announced that 
he is leaving the company after 17 years. 
Johnson has been named general man- 
ager of Precision Preparation Inc. (PPI), 
where he will coordinate the efforts of 
the Team Toyota Off-Road Racing Pro- 
gram with driver Ivan "Ironman" Stew- 
art and the Arciero-Wells Racing Indy- 
Car team with American rookie driver 
Jeff Krosnoff. Both of these programs 
operate out of the PPI facility in Rancho 
Santa Margarita, California. Johnson 
started at Kawasaki Motors Corp. USA 
as a mechanic for motocrosser Jeff Ward 
before going on to run Kawasaki's Team 
Green programs as well as overseeing 
the SplitFire/Pro Circuit / Kawasaki 
motocross team and handling adminis- 
trating duties of Kawasaki's AMA pro- 
fessional road race programs. “This is an 
opportunity to further myself in the 
motorsports industry,” said Johnson. 
“PPI is a first-class operation, and it is 
exciting to be a part of the IndyCar pro- 
gram at its beginning stages. After meet- 
ing with Cal Wells III (PPI owner) sever- 
al times and learning how he operates 
things, I was amazed at the parallels 
between our lives in regards to goals, 
morals and standards. It was like look- 
ing in the mirror.” 


The Australian round of the World 











Superbike Championship has been 
moved back to its original date of Octo- 
ber 27 and the Sentul round scheduled 
for November 10 has been canceled. 
Sentul was originally slated to host two 
rounds of the championship, but will 
instead run just its original date on 
August 18. The French round of the 
series, scheduled for Le Mans, has also 
been canceled, bringing the total num- 
ber of rounds down to 12. 


Many of the top AMA Superbike teams 
are planning on participating in the 
North American Sport Bike events the 
weekend prior to Camel Motorcycle 
Week at Daytona International Speed- 
way on March 1-3, in an effort to get 
more track time prior to the Daytona 
200. And those same teams will find 
themselves subjected to the NASB 
claiming rule which stipulates that for 
$60,000 any motorcycle can be claimed. 
“It’s not accurate that we're not allow- 
ing them to race," NASB's Pat Murphy 
said on Monday, February 26. “There is 
a claiming rule, so if you have a very 
expensive motorcycle, maybe this isn't 
your series. We're not trying to make 
their lives difficult, but the claiming rule 
goes into effect for qualifying on Satur- 
day morning. If they're looking for 
worry-free practice, they should come 
out for F-USA practice on Friday; but 
they shouldn't come out for qualifying 
or the race." What if one of the bikes 
were claimed and the owners decided 
they didn't want to part with it a week 
before the Daytona 200? "I don't have 
the rulebook right in front of me, but I 
believe there would be a $5000 penalty 
on the rider for refusal,” Murphy said. 
"The fine would have to be paid and 
there would be a one-year suspension 
when that fine was paid. A one-year 
suspension would mean that they 
couldn't use the (NASB) race again next 
year for the same purpose." 


"Right now we're entered to race," team 
owner Rob Muzzy said on Monday, 
February 26. "I'm concerned - not 
because of losing a bike, but in our case 
we wouldn't be able to replace it by the 
next weekend (the Daytona 200). Our

Davis won three out of five classes at the Adelanto Grand Prix this month, and he 
may have won all five classes he competed in had it not been for mechanical problems. 
Just for good measure, on January 28, Davis cruised to victory at the opening round of 
the National Hare & Hound Series in Lucerne Valley, California. 

Davis heads into March on fire, and will most likely concentrate heavily on the 
March 7 Alligator Enduro during Camel Motorcycle Week in Daytona. The Alligator 
Enduro is one of the few events that Davis hasn't won. 











AMA guys (Doug Chandler and Mike 
Smith) only have one '96 model each. If 
someone wants to claim a '95 bike, that's 
okay with me. We'll deal with all of this 
at the time." 


Three-time Daytona 200 winner Scott 
Russell appears to be ready to rumble, 
come Camel Motorcycle Week. That's 
the word from the former AMA and 
World Superbike Champion on the eve 
of his return to the "World Center of 
Racing." Russell, in a phone conversa- 
tion from Spain where he is taking part 
in a three-day test on his Lucky Strike 
Suzuki, noted that his testing was going 
well - although the weather on day one 
wasn't good. "I've had a great off-sea- 
son and I'm ready to get back to Day- 
tona and win number four," the Geor- 
gian said. "I'm ready. I'm pumped and I 
feel I can win. First, I want to get anoth- 
er Rolex in pole qualifying, and then it's 
down to business. What else can I 
say?"Russell is another who plans on 
fine tuning his equipment during the 
NASB weekend at the Speedway. 


In addition to taking part in the Daytona 
200 by Arai, Russell will also race in the 
annual Legends car race at Daytona 
Beach's Municipal Stadium on Wednes- 
day night, March 6. Russell will join 
Scott Parker, Steve Morehead and Dale 
Quarterley and 40 others in the Legends 
race, a class which uses five-eighth-scale 
replicas of such classics as 1937 and 1940 
Chevrolet and Ford coupes and sedans 
that were raced in "modified" form in 
the formulative years of NASCAR. 


The state of California has agreed to 
repay several million dollars taken from 
the state's Off-Highway Vehicle (OHV) 
fund over the years, according to the 
AMA. Under the terms of the settle- 
ment, the state of California has agreed 
to repay $119 million into a number of 
funds that were raided to offset the 
state's fiscal shortfalls between 1991 and 
1994. Of that amount, the Green Sticker 
fund is expected to recoup $9.6 million. 
The state will repay the money over a 
five-year period, and the outstanding 
funds will be subjected to a seven-per- 
cent interest penalty.

I was trying to get an address for Dale 
Quarterley, the road racer who just 
retired.

After Cook Nielson's dominating win 
at Daytona in the late ‘70s, there was а 
long dry spell without a successful twin 
in superbike racing. There was even talk 
back then that the rules favored the fours 
and even with the weight and displace- 
ment advantage there was no way a twin 
would be competitive. The formula has 
been basically the same for all these years 
and Ducati had the vision that they could 
compete successfully in this arena. The 
fact that a manageable power delivery 
has an advantage over sheer horsepower 
suggest to me that the tire manufacturers 
break out of their existing paradigm 
when it comes to motorcycle tire technol- 
ову. 

In the mean time, I will enjoy riding 
my 916 - which happens to be the most 
fantastic machine I’ve ever owned, rid- 
den, raced or been associated with.

AMA Supercross Series

ATLANTA, GA, FEB. 25 
orget all of those cliches like 
F “McGrath Gone With the Wind,” 
“General Jeremy Burns Atlanta,” 
“Showtime Survives Battle of Atlanta” or 
any of those other Civil War catch phras- 
es. Jeremy McGrath won this year's run- 
ning of the Atlanta Supercross while 
hardly breaking a sweat. The Honda/1- 
800-Collect/Fox Racing-backed superstar 
from Canyon Lake, California, won what 
has lately been the most competitive 
supercross race on the circuit by confi- 
dently leading the last 15 laps of the main 
event while getting only mock pressure 
from the rest of the pack. The win in the 
spacious Georgia Dome, in front of 
45,552 fans, was McGrath's sixth in a row 
and extended his perfect season into at 
least the first weekend of March. 
“I used to feel that on a track that gets 


. rutted like this, that I wasn't strong 


enough to win," McGrath said of the rut- 
infested Atlanta track. "Now, after I won 
my outdoor National championship last 
year and got my training act down with 
Gary арса, I know that I can win on 
any track. Atlanta's just another race 
now." 

That may be true in the future, but the 
1996 event will go down in the history 
books. McGrath broke Rick Johnson's 
record of starting an AMA Supercross 
Series with five straight wins and in the 
process tied Bob Hannah's all-time 
record of six AMA Supercross wins in a 
row. 

" came into this race a lot less ner- 
vous than before," admitted McGrath. ^T 
came to this point before thinking to 
myself, ‘No one has ever won six in a 
row,’ and I lost my chance both times. By 
now I think everyone is accepting me as 
the champion and expecting me to win, 


no matter whether it's two in a row or six 
in a row." 

When asked if new records mean any- 
thing to him after all the records he's bro- 
ken in the last few years, McGrath said, 
“I’m just racing to win the race; the 
records just come with it. For me it's still 
just a thrill to win even one race." 

While McGrath is running away with 
his fourth straight AMA Supercross 
crown, Kawasaki's Jeff Emig continues 
his rise from a dangerous level of medi- 
ocrity. Emig led the early part of the race 
in Atlanta but settled for second after 
McGrath pulled away from him. Still, the 
result boosted Emig to third in the points 
standings and gave him a new lease on 
the rest of the series. It also helped 
reignite the old feud between him and 
McGrath. 

"I'm not completely nocent (of start- 
ing up the riv; ay and I'm probably get- 
ting under his skin a little bit,” said Emig 
of McGrath. "He's still winning the main 
event and all, but it's getting a little hard- 
er every weekend. ‘Gang green’ is com- 
ing. Everyone on our (Kawasaki) team - 
Ryno, myself and Damon (Huffman) - 
are riding really well and getting real 
consistent starts. I finally got a holeshot, 
too, and that means a lot. ButIg give Jere- 
my McGrath credit: He's riding fast and 
doing what he has to do to win. He 
knows that the time is coming. l'm work- 
ing as hard as I can and my goal is to 
beat him. I don't want to luck out and 
beat him - I want to beat him straight up. 
I want to be there and I want to pass him 
and beat him." 

Third in Atlanta was Suzuki's Mike 
LaRocco, who is continuing his career- 
long trend of being one of the fastest 
guys on the track at the end of the race, 
but a pathetic starter. LaRocco rose from 
outside the top 10 to third in the 20-lap 
main event, getting to within inches of 
Emig at the end. 


Round 6: Georgia Dome 


"I'm starting to feel a lot better and I 
think I can run with McGrath now,” said 
LaRocco. “But I just need to get a good 
start. He runs good for the first six laps. If 
I can stay with him until then I think I 
could take him after that." 

When combined with the inconsistent 
finishes of the rest of the field so far this 
season, McGrath's sixth straight win of 
'96 gives him a lead of 46 points on 
Kawasaki's Damon Huffman. That's 
almost two full races worth of points. 
McGrath has 150 total points while Huff- 
man - sixth in Atlanta - has 104. Third 
through fifth in the standings are Emig 
(95), LaRocco (92) and Ryan Hughes (90). 

The 125cc main-event podium in 
Atlanta was filled with two first-timers 
and one old-timer. Team Yamaha's John 
Dowd, who turned 30 last August, 
became the oldest man ever to win a 
125cc Supercross main when he pulled 
into the winner's circle for the first stadi- 
um win of his career. Dowd took advan- 
tage of a bizarre crash by race leader 
Mickael Pichon to claim the Atlanta vic- 
tory and the points lead in the 125cc East- 
ern Regional Series point standings. 

"Everything finally went my way for 
once," said Dowd, who hails from 
Chicopee, Massachusetts. "Usually it's 
the other way around, but that's just part 
of racing. You have to stay on your bike 
and finish the race, especially on a rutted 
track like this. That's half the reason I 
won, I guess."

Pichon DNFed the race after stepping 
off his SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki 
bike over a triple jump in an effort to 
avoid an unforeseen downed rider. 
Pichon's crash, along with those of Tim 
Ferry, Davey Yezek and Brian Deegan - 
the usual contenders - left the steps to the 
podium available to first-time Pro-Am 
competitor Charley Bogard and Honda 
privateer Jim Neese. 

The Atlanta track, designed once 
again by Dirt Works, underwent some 
miraculous changes between Friday's 
press-day practice sessions and the main 
events on Saturday night. Wet Georgia 
clay made the going difficult and rutted 
on Friday as few riders even attempted 
to jump any obstacles on what was more 
or less.a muddy track. Course workers 
employed every dirt-drying technique 
they knew to get better conditions, 
including dropping powder cement on 
the faces of the jumps and leaving the 
ventilation system running wide open 
throughout the night. The result of the 
rescue efforts was a decent but unforgiv- 
ing track. 

"The difference between the track 
right now and the track yesterday is 
unbelievable," McGrath said halfway 
through Saturday night's program. “It’s 
perfect right now compared to what it 
was. I was kind of nervous that it wasn't 
going to be any fun after yesterday, but 
they really got it together. It should be a 
great race tonight even though the ruts 
will come back by the time we're done.” 


250cc 


In the first 250cc heat race, Kawasaki's 
Ryan Hughes went down on the start, 
causing a chain reaction that also 
dropped Honda's Steve Lamson, Honda 
of Troy's Mike Brown and Great Western 
Bank's Buddy Antunez. Up front rode 
Honda of Troy /Sinisalo's Brian Swink, 
followed by Suzuki privateer Barry 





Carsten, Suzuki's Ezra Lusk and Mike 
LaRocco, and Team Chaparral's Larry 
Brooks. Series runner-up Damon Huff- 
man was back in 10th after picking his 
way through the first-turn carnage, but 
he was quickly making progress through 
the pack. 

“I just got tangled up with Ryno and 
someone else got back into me, so I just 
high-sided off the bike," said Lamson, 
who's bike was damaged enough to need 
a trip back to the box van for some 
straightening out. 

Georgia's own Lusk knifed his way 
through everyone to get the lead, much 
to the delight of the partisan crowd. But 
halfway through the race Lusk caught a 
hay bale in the first turn and dropped his 
Suzuki out of a qualifying position. That 
left Swink right back in the lead, though 
LaRocco made quick work of him to get 
a yellow bike back up front. In the end 
LaRocco took the win - his first check- 
ered flag of the season and first since 
rejoining Team Suzuki. à 

“I had a good result, but I don't feel 
like I rode real great. I'm just trying to 
focus on the track and the bike and get 
everything working for the main event," 
said LaRocco, who had one podium fin- 
ish to date coming into Atlanta. "I like 
the track and I usually do well here, so 
I'm looking forward to the main event. I 
just need to smooth out some areas." 

LaRocco won the "Battle of Atlanta" 
in '95 aboard a Kawasaki. 

“I got a good start for the first time in 
a long time," said the Michigan-born, 
Florida-based Swink. "Second is about as 
good as first in a heat race - pretty much 
an even pick on the gate - but I would've 
liked to have won because it's been so 
long since I’ve done that!” 

A pair of factory Kawasakis filled in 
the last two qualifying spots as Huffman 
and Hughes raced through the pack to 
finish third and fourth. Lusk lost out on a

direct transfer with a fifth-place finish 
ahead of Brooks and Brown. 

The second heat race saw McGrath 
burst from the starting gate with the lead. 
Emig and Honda of Troy /Sinisalo's Mike 
Craig jumped right up beside McGrath 
on the exit of the first turn and a brief 
tangle between Emig and McGrath 
allowed Craig to roll around the outside 
of the both of them. But Emig and 
McGrath both zapped Craig back and 
started into yet another McGrath-Emig 
duel. 

For half the race, Emig led McGrath as 
the crowd rose to their feet in anticipa- 
tion of a sprint to the finish. Announcer 
Larry Naston kept reminding the crowd 
that it was Emig who stopped McGrath's 
season-long unbeaten streak in a San 
Diego heat race and a repeat seemed to 
be in the works. Alas, halfway through 
the race McGrath low-jumped past Emig 
on a triple and pulled away for his 10th 
race win in 11 starts this season. 

“We kind of had a dogfight, me and 
Emig. I just had to get away from him 
because he's back up to his old tricks - 
blocking-passing, running me off the 
track and shit," said McGrath. “I was rid- 
ing real hyper the first couple of laps and 
then I smoothed out and rode smart. I 
figured the best thing to do was just pass 
him and get away." 

A great battle for third developed 
between Craig and first-time Yamaha 
teammates Damon Bradshaw and Doug 
Henry, who was making his '96 debut 
after spending the last eight months on 
the sidelines with a career-threatening 
back injury. Craig emerged with third at 
the finish, and Bradshaw edged Henry 
for the final transfer spot. Among the 
other non-qualifiers were Xtreme/ Atom- 
ic 22/PJ1's Jimmy Button, Honda of 
Troy /Sinisalo’s Larry Ward, Great West- 
ern Bank's Phil Lawrence, and Noleen's 
Kyle Lewis. 





At the start of the first semi, Lusk 
blasted into the lead ahead of Carsten, 
Lamson, Brown and Brooks. Lamson 
took the lead from Lusk at the end of the 
first lap, but Lusk retaliated just a few 
turns later to take back the lead. Lusk, 
who has been riding with vigor this last 
month, took a well-applauded win, fol- 
lowed by Lamson, Brown, Kawasaki- 
mounted Antunez and Honda of Hous- 
ton's Jeff Dement. 

"I've been working really hard these 
last four months to show the people 
what I'm made of," said Lusk, who spent 
much of '95 on the injured reserve list. "I 
want to show everyone that deep inside 
I've got what it takes to succeed, and I 
want to show everyone what my Suzuki 
can do, too." 

Ward holeshot the second heat race 
ahead of Button, Kansas privateer Jeff 
Hedden, and F&S Suzuki's Mike Tread- 
well. Henry started ninth or so but was 
quickly riding in a qualifying, top-five 
position. Button passed Ward through 
the sand section and pulled away for the 
semi win ahead of Ward, Henry, Yama- 
ha-mounted Lewis, and Lawrence, who 
seemed to be struggling on the rutted 
Atlanta course. 

“1 have to get it out of my head that I 
have the same pressures on me that these 
factory guys do," said Button, who is rid- 
ing in his first full 250cc supercross sea- 
son after spending his formative years on 
a 125 and 1995 in Europe. "If I just ride 
and not worry about things, I do so much 
better. I lose my confidence too easily. I 
need to remember that there's no one out 
there I need to impress except myself. 
Maybe a “what-the-hell” attitude will 
work a little better." 

In the LCQ, Larry Brooks scored the 
win ahead of veteran New Jersey pilot 
Barry Carsten. Hedden was a close-but- 
no-transfer third. 

As the pack jettisoned itself from the 
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starting gate, McGrath tangled with 
Lamson and appeared to be heading into 
the first turn midpack, but some smart 
decisions in the corner allowed him to 
exit the turn fifth behind born-again 
holeshot artist Emig, who was leading a 
main event for the first time in 1996. 
Hughes, Craig, Lamson, Ward, Huff- 
man, LaRocco and Swink made up the 
next wave, while Bradshaw rode at the 
very back of the pack after a first lap 
mishap. 

McGrath made short work of Hughes 
and Craig and set his sights on Emig. For 
the next few minutes, McGrath rode 
aggressively in Emig's shadow, while 
Hughes stayed glued to the champ's 
back fender. Craig held a steady fourth 
until the fifth lap, at which point he 
endoed coming off the long whoops sec- 
tion and broke his leg. Out of the race for 
the night, Craig was carried off the track 
and taken to a nearby hospital for X-rays. 

“1 wanted to just make sure that I 
stayed up the first couple of laps," said 
McGrath of the early traffic. “As usual, I 
had Emig in front of me but I had to pass 
Ryno, too. But he stuffed me - that was 
not very nice but it was still kind of cool, 
you know? I didn't expect that out of 
him, but it was okay." 

McGrath passed Hughes right back 
and would not be threatened by him 
again. The much-anticipated Emig vs. 
McGrath battle developed, but it ended 
almost as quickly as it started as 
McGrath motored past Emig over the 
triples at the end of the fifth lap. 

“He does that all the time," said 
McGrath of Emig's stubbornness. "He 
gets a good start and will charge, charge, 
charge until you pass him, and then he 
drops right off the pace. He's been riding 
good lately, but I’m not too worried 
about him - it looks like he's got a pretty 
good handle on second right now." 

“I got pumped up trying to race him 
in the heat race and I wanted to just stay 
relaxed this time," said Emig. “I knew 
that once we hit the lappers anything 
could happen and I didn’t try to go real 
fast. I just didn’t want to make any mis- 
takes. I probably should’ve taken better 
advantage of that holeshot.” 

McGrath tried to run away while 
Emig was left to defend second from 
teammate Hughes. But the impatient 
Hughes made a mistake on the seventh 
lap and crashed entering the sand pit. 
The spill cost him five spots and any 
chance for his first-ever 250cc main-event 
win. 

At the halfway mark, McGrath led 
Emig by three seconds with LaRocco 
passing Lamson for third and Huffman 
holding fifth. A lap later Huffman would 
also pass the out-of-sync Lamson and 
attach himself to LaRocco for a run at 
Emig's position. But a few laps later

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Huffman fell as a result of an encounter 
with'lapper Dement. 

“I was clear inside and ‘Cement’ 
sucked me up!" said Huffman, 20, of his 
tangle with Dement. “It was on the dou- 
ble with all the ruts before the last triple, 
and I was taking the very inside line. He 
was three or four ruts over and he just 
got sideways and came across me. I 
thought he was going to go straight - the 
track goes straight! I just ran into him 
and went down." 

While McGrath was flying away with 
his 35th main-event win, the attention of 
the audience turned to LaRocco's late run 
at Emig. 

“I kind of got a clear track once I got 
up to third by myself,” said LaRocco. “I 
started using some good lines and mak- 
ing up time, but it was too late.” 

The Suzuki rider closed in on Emig's 
position, but the checkered flag just flew 
too early for LaRocco to do anything but 
finish third. As for not catching Emig, 
LaRocco was blunt. “I don’t have much 
nice to say about Emig. There was some 
lappers in the way, and I really didn’t 
have much time.” 

Lamson was fourth while Lusk quiet- 
ly rode into a convincing fifth ahead of 
Huffman. “I got a pretty good start, but I 
was just struggling with the bike and the 
track throughout the night,” said Lam- 
son. “A few laps into it those guys got 
away, but a few people threw it away 
and I just hung in there.” 

Up front, McGrath took the checkered 
flag with a rarely seen Superman jump at 
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the finish line. The rest of the top six 
remained unchanged. Hughes was sev- 
enth when the white flag came out but 
fell for a third time on the last lap and 
finished a frustrated 10th. Seventh 
through ninth in the final result were 
Brown, Bradshaw and Ward. 

"There was like 100 yards to go and I 
endoed like an idiot," said Hughes, who 
fell from seventh to 10th and lost two 
places in the standings as a result. "The 
front end washed out, just like the first 
time. I was up there at the beginning but 
I wasn't in the end, and that's what mat- 
ters. I felt fast; sometimes I just need to 
relax and not try so hard." 


Outside the top 10 rode 23-year-old 
Phil Lawrence, the privateer sensation of 
the early season but now a man strug- 
gling with inconsistency. 

“I was trying to go by Kyle Lewis at 
the finish line and he stopped for the cor- 
ner after the jump and I couldn't," said 


Lawrence, who started the season with а . 


second and a sixth in the first two events. 
"^I hit a hay bale and went over the bars. I 
don't know what's going on. I still have 
the speed, but everything hasn't been 
coming together. I’m working on it, 
though - I'll be back up there." 

“Tt felt great to be back,” said Henry, 
an inspired 14th-place finisher in his first 
major race since last June. ^I had so much 
fun! I'm just looking forward to getting 
my pace. I was happy just to qualify for 
the main event. This was a big test for me 
and I'm happy with the way I rode. I'm 
glad I still have the speed - I just need to 
show it every lap, every turn." 

“You know, Jeremy's records speak 
for themselves," said Emig as an after- 
thought. "He's a great supercross rider, 
and he knows what he has to do to win. 
My goal is to win, not to be consistently 
second behind McGrath. Second sucks. 
That's just all there is to it." 


125cc 


The 125cc program got under way 
with a battle between Team Yamaha's 
John Dowd and Suzuki's Tim Ferry, 
which was won by Dowd. The second 
heat race was a Mickael Pichon run- 
away as the French star cleared both 








triple jump sections on the track with 
ease. 

The leader at the start of the 125cc 
main event was 17-year old Charley Bog- 
ard, a longtime member of Suzuki's ama- 
teur support team. The former minicycle 
champion from Grand Prairie, Texas, 
was making his supercross debut in front 
of the Atlanta audience and led fellow 
privateers Jim Neese and Shaun Perolio 
past the scorers to complete the first lap 
of his supercross career in first. By the 
end of the second lap Neese was up front 
on his Jim's Motorcycle Sales-backed 
Honda, but within a lap Pichon was in 
the lead and pulling away fast. 

“I did not have much 
competition in my qualifier 
so I did not know how fast 
Dowd and Ferry were. I 
felt that I should get in 
front and pull away as 
soon as possible," said 
Pichon. 

With a clear track, 
Pichon was able to triple 
jump his way away from 
Neese and Bogard while 
so-so starters Dowd and 
Ferry fought through traf- 
fic. 

“My start wasn't very 
good at all,” said Dowd. “I 
sort of got bumped around 
in the first turn and I came 
out about 10th or so. T 
could see Pichon up there, 
and I knew I had to get up 
there. It was hard, though, 
because guys were kind of 
zig-zagging all over. I was 
trying to be smooth, and I 
was trying to be fast, too." 

Pichon's cakewalk came 
to a violent halt on the sev- 
enth lap when he threw the 
number-one Kawasaki 
away over one of the triple 
jumps. Apparently, an 
AMA official was standing 
on the first jump with a yel- 
low flag but was not wav- 
ing it in a way that would 
indicate to Pichon where 
the downed rider was. Pichon launched 
off the first jump and then realized much 
to his horror that a lapped rider was sit- 
ting still right on his landing point. Pichon 
stepped off the bike and landed with a 
head-banging concussion that ended his 
night. As he was helped off the floor, 
members of the Pro Circuit crew protested 
what they felt was inadequate flagging. 

With Pichon out, the lead was left to 
the spirited Neese, a local arenacross and 
supercross hero from Whitsett, North 
Carolina. But the fearless Bogard was 
keeping up the pressure by jumping both 
of the track's triples. However, before the 
Texan could seize the lead again, the wily 
Dowd rode past both Bogard and Neese 
for the lead on the ninth lap. Once into 
first, Dowd just pulled away. 

"| was kind of nervous towards the 
end there because I've never led a super- 
cross that late before," admitted Dowd. 
"I wasn't trying to go super fast anymore 
- I just wanted to finish out front.” 

On the 10th lap, Bogard's Cinderella 
performance got better when the kid 
pushed Neese out in a corner and moved 
back into second, a position he would 
hold to the finish. 

“Му dad was just hoping for a top 10, 
I was shooting for a top five, but I had 
barely a thought that I might get top 
three, but second - wow!” said an 
extremely excited Bogard after the race. 
“It felt so good to be up there. I got a little 
tense after some people passed me, but 
then I loosened back up and I was flow- 
ing and clicking. I'm so excited!" 








Further back, Suzuki privateer Davey 
Yezek and factory pilot Ferry were trying 
to overcome. early spills. Pennsylvania's 
Yezek made it to fourth and was closing 
in on Neese when the checkered flag fell. 
Ferry could only make it-back to eighth 
after endoing over a step-up jump on the 
fourth lap. 

Rounding out the top five was 
Xtreme/ Atomic 22/PJ1-backed Yamaha 
pilot Cory Keeney of Minnesota. He was 
directly followed by Suzuki privateers

1996 Atlanta Supercross enjoyed the best. rider atten- 
dance of the series so far as: 102: 125cc riders and 67 250cc 
pilots signed up for the event. "| can't remember having more than 
100 riders in'a supercross class or having to run five afternoon 
qualifiers.to narrow the field," said AMA Pro Racing Manager 
Duke Finch. “That's a Daytona-sized entry. | guess that everyone 
is on their way to bike week." The-Atlanta SX kicks off the 14-day 
flurry of Southeastern supercross and motocross events that 
includes the series:opening 125cc/250cc outdoor National in 
Gainesville, Florida and culminates with the Daytona Supercross 
on Maron 9. ; 


Among the huge rider turnout were several pilots attempting to 
qualify for the main event in both the 125cc and 250cc pro- 
grams. Privateers Scott Carter, Jeff Hedden, Joel Dengler, Doug 
Stone, Travis Kobush, Heath Voss and Barry Carsten were among 
those doubling their entry fees in an effort to. double their track 
time and qualifying chances at the Georgia Dome. Bayville, New 
Jersey's Carsten proved to be the most successful of the group 
as the Suzuki rider made the field in both classes. Carsten quali- 
fied through the LCỌ in the premier 250cc class and finished 19th 
just moments after scoring 11th in the 125cc main event. 


Atlanta is presently a sports-crazed town, what. with the 1996 
Summer Olympics coming to town 'on the heels of the Atlanta 
Braves baseball team winning the '95 World Series. The closest 
thing the city has to a hometown supercross star is Bainbridge, 
Georgia's Ezra Lusk of Team Süzuki. Before the opening cere- 
monies, AXO's Scott Taylor ran out to a nearby shopping: mall to 
purchase Lusk an Atlanta Braves hat and baseball jersey for his 
introduction to the 45,000-plus fans. The result: Lusk's cheers 
were equally as loud’ as the applause that went up for supercross 
champ Jeremy McGrath and wildly popular Southerner Damon 
Bradshaw of nearby North Carolina. 


Another independent team trailer made its debut at the Atlanta SX 
when the Great Western Bank/Innovation Sports rig pulled 
into the pits. However, the Gordon Keck-built trailer that carries 
the bikes and parts for Phil Lawrence, Buddy Antunez, Denny 
Stephenson and Davey Castillo got off to an inauspicious: start. 
"The trailer buckled,” related teamster Castillo. "The front end is 
all ripped up. We are going to order another trailer, and as soon as 
‘it's ready we're going to send this one back.” 


There was.a buzz in.the Atlanta pits concerning the selection of 
Team USA for the 1996 Motocross des Nations, which will 
be held in Jerez. Spain in late September. Last year's squad of 
Steve Lamson (125), Jeff Emig (250) and Ryan Hughes (500) 
barely lost-to the team from Belgium. All-three riders are willing to 
return to duty this year, but so are a few other interested parties. 
“I want to go!" assured current 250сс SX and MX National Cham- 
pion Jeremy McGrath. "| want to earn my position on the team 
in the outdoor Nationals and | want to win that title, too. If | feel half 
аз good as | did last year, l'm in there for sure." McGrath compet- 
ed on the last. winning version of Team USA in Austria іп. 1993, 
where he struggled to 4-7 finishes in the 250cc class. But that was 
the old supercross ‘specialist version of “Showtime,” not the all- 
around superstar that һе is today. “J want to go back and help 
America get the trophy back." McGrath did not attend the event in 
'95 for a variety of reasons, mostly. concerning budgeting at Team 
Honda. He should be a shoo-in for a spot on the 1996 team. 


‘As for the other two positions on the Team USA roster, there's 
plenty of top-notch talent waiting. to be selected to the team. 
"Even though we lost last year, | would go back any-day,” said

Injury update: Team Yamaha's Doug Henry finally returned to 
professional racing after compressing his back in last year's bizarre 
crash at the Budds Creek outdoor National іл June. With the help 
of Dr. John Starr of the George Washington University Medical 
Center in Washington. D.C.. Henry was given the okay to return at 
Atlanta. “My back feels fine, and I'm not really worried about that, " 
said Henry, a-former two-time 125cc National and Eastern Region- 
al-Supercross Champion. “I just need to get the routine of riding 
down. My conditioning is pretty good. but | need to get used to rid- 
ing the pace again. I'm not too far out of there." Dr. Starr hap- 
pened to berin town for an orthopedics convention across the 
street from the stadium, -so he stopped by on Saturday night to 
watch his star patient finish an inspired 14th from the press box. 
Starr also mentioned that although the sport in general is danger- 
ous as far as back injuries go, Henry's doesn't have any added risk 
of reinjuring the same spot-on his spinal column. Due to the rigidity 
of that area where the vertebrae were fused, the spots directly 
above and below the previous injury are actually more susceptible 
to injury. 


Steve Hudson, from a Charlotte, North Carolina. ministry known 
as Motor Racing Outreach. was on hand in Atlanta to attend to the 
spiritual needs of interested riders.

"The 
last loop was pretty relentless - no rest- 
ing," Hines said. “It was like a 30-mile 
hare scrambles." 

As he did several times last year, 
Davis blazed the last loop, ending up 
with an unmatched total of 12 points. 

"The training I've been doing has 
helped - getting sick earlier in the week 
didn't," said Davis, not telling the type 
of training he's been doing. "I really 
didn't have any problems today, 
although if anything, it was slower rid- 
ers getting in my way." 

More unbelievable than Davis' win 
was Patrick Garrahan's second overall 
with 17. Riding with his brother, Brian, 
ọn minute 16, the two Team Green rac- 
ers looked as though they were simply 
having fun on the trail. 

“Patrick had the computer, and if I 
didn’t see him I knew I had to go faster. 
‘I just rode smooth all day," said Brian, a 
hare scrambles specialist. 

The Garrahans did admit to having a 
possible advantage: “It’s only a couple 
of hours away from home here,” Patrick 
related. “We practically live here, but 
we don’t pound rocks and Manzanita - 
we look for jumps and stuff!” 

As for his enduro skills, Patrick 
admitted, “I don’t know possibles and 
all that tricky stuff.” 

The Team Suzuki duo of Hatch and 
Hawkins ended up tied at 24, with 
Hatch doing better at the tie breakers. 
Ever the optimist, Hatch, who’s been 
living and training with fellow Suzuki 
racer Rodney Smith in Northern Califor- 
nia to escape New York’s brutal winter, 
observed, “Ty and Pat had better days. 
I'm starting the year right. It'll be a good 
year for us.” 

Hawkins concurred: “I can’t com- 
plain: The bike worked awesome. Just a 
little bit of luck didn’t go my way. I 
think I rode pretty well; I just made 


some mental mistakes, but that’s rac- 
ing.” 

Secretly, though, each of the Eastern 
racers can't wait for round two of the 
series in Louisiana - their chance to get 
Davis in their backyard. «у

attend the first European tests at 

Jerez in the second week in Febru- 
ary, but the tunes the mice played in his 
absence would not have been music to 
the ears of the defending World Cham- 
pion. 

Earlier, his mighty V-four Honda had 
been beaten at Shah Alam by Honda's 
own upstart V-twin. At Jerez, his fellow 
Honda riders - and his own previous lap 
times - took a pasting from the other 
lightweight V-twin, the Aprilia. 

Aprilia's new rider Doriano Romboni 
took the 400cc machine, now in its third 
year, to an unofficial 1:43.6, half a sec- 
ond inside Schwantz's 1994 lap record 
and good enough for pole position in 
1995. 

The fast times came in private IRTA 
"Testing Club" sessions, open only to 
the factory teams, in the three days 
directly after the open-to-all sessions 
where the privateers had their first com- 
parative shakedown runs of the 1996 
season. 

Six other works 500s tested, with 
Loris Capirossi (Marlboro Rainey Yama- 
ha) second at 1:44.20, followed by Pileri- 









Honda rider Alex Barros at 1:44.29 and 
Carlos Checa (Fortuna Honda) at 
1:44.52. 

Only Capirossi had a 1996 Yamaha. 
Team Marlboro Roberts riders Norifumi 
Abe and Jean-Michel Bayle were riding 
updated 1995 machines in what some 
see as a deliberate snub to the former 
exclusive factory team manager. 

Abe was fifth overall at 1:44.89, con- 
tinuing his impressively consistent test- 
ing program, with 500cc-class learner 
Bayle next at 1:45.10 after crashing twice 
on the Monday. 

Alberto Puig was slowest of the fac- 
tory men at 1:45.53. The Spaniard was 
badly injured mid-'95, and his recovery 
program was slowed after crashing 
heavily during the open IRTA sessions. 
Puig injured his left leg, and is now rid- 








ing an adapted bike with a right-foot 
shifter and a thumb-operated rear brake. 

These later times overshadowed the 
three earlier days, when a bakers' dozen 
of mixed 500 riders had been led by 
Checa's 1:45.20, with Bayle second, then 
Juan Borja mere hundredths slower than 
the factory Yamaha on the new all-Euro- 
pean Elf-ROC. 

The single-crank V-four, based on the 
Swiss auto engine which made a suc- 
cessful sidecar debut 18 months ago, 
was visibly fast, and pit-lane rumors put 
the rear-wheel power output at 195 hp, 
higher even than all-conquering 
Honda's 190 hp. Reliability remains an 
unanswered question, with Borja's 
much-slower teammate Adrien 
Bosshard suffering a major blow-up on 
Saturday.

Frenchman Fred Protat was fourth- 
fastest privateer on his ROC-Yamaha, 
then came Jeremy McWilliams (ROC) 
and an impressive Jean-Pierre Jeandat on 
the diehard, privately built V-four Paton. 

Tetsuya Harada provided a double 
sensation in the 250cc class. The first 
shock was the appearance of his 1996 
Marlboro-Rainey Yamaha. The reed- 
valve machine (the promising disc-valve 
project has been shelved) sported a large 
and curiously shaped drooping seat-tail. 
The profile follows the arc of a crouch- 
ing rider's back down to a kicked-up tail 
spoiler, with deep side skirts disguised 
by a swoopy paint job. A second version 
is without the spoiler lip. 

The other surprise came from the 
Japanese rider's performance. He was 
slowest of the factory 250 testers, and 
even near the back of the privateer times 
in a brief outing on the Sunday after- 
noon. Tight-lipped teamsters left the 
track with more questions than answers, 





but one difficulty may be with the 
switch from Dunlop to Michelin tires. 
Harada has won at Jerez in 1995 and 
1993, though his fastest race lap last year 
was fractionally slower than Max Biag- 
gi's 1:45.628 record. 

Again, not unexpectedly, the factory 
testers set faster times in the private ses- 
sions, with defending double champion 
Max Biaggi (Chesterfield Aprilia) domi- 
nating only to be pipped two-tenths in 
the closing stages by Ralf Waldmann 
(HB Honda) at 1:44.76. Aprilia factory 
tester Marcellino Lucchi was just five- 
hundredths behind Biaggi. 

Then a batch of close times saw 
Roberto Locatelli (Aprilia) heading Jean- 
Phillipe Ruggia (Elf Tech-3 Honda), 
Eskil Suter (Mohag Aprilia), Olivier 
Jacque (Elf-Tech 3 Honda), and Jurgen 
Fuchs (HB Honda). Locatelli had 
switched from Michelin to Dunlop tires 
to move from near the back to fourth 
overall.

The privateer sessions had seen ris- 
ing star Fuchs, on a works bike for the 
first time, leading Ruggia, with young 
Briton Jamie Robinson third. Robinson 
has taken over the ex-Mackenzie Doc- 
shop Aprilia. 

Works Honda veteran Nobuatso 
Aoki was next, ahead of semi-works 
Aprilia man Eskil Suter and rising 
Frenchman Jacque, who is on a full- 
works NSR for 1996. 

The 125cc class was led by old-timer 
and former multi-champion Jorge Mar- 
tinez, after his switch from Yamaha to 
Aprilia. Then Came hard-charging 
Japanese rider Tokudome's Aprilia, 
both faster than defending champion 
Harachuki Aoki's Honda. Aoki, domi- 
nant last season, was riding an 
unpainted machine after the Holland- 
based team lost their Blumex sponsor- 
ship. 

Young Briton Darren Barton 
showed well in fifth. In ninth was 
Valentino Rossi, the rising son of a 
famous father. €N

CANBERRA, AUSTRALIA, FEB. 4 

he battle for first was tight, the 

lead changing every few seconds 

among Springsteen, Atherton and 
Durelle. The staccato drone of the Amer- 
ican-made Harley V-twins ripped the air 
as the riders pitched their machines 
sideways into the turns, looking each 
time like they'd be gone for sure. The 
race would come right down to the 
wire. 

Sound like a scene from a typical 
American dirt track race? That's because, 
it was. Only it was being played out half 
a world away. 

Five Yanks and one Australian 
brought their 750cc twins out for a ride 
at Exhibition Park Canberra in New 
South Wales. The blokes from the States 
had arrived bleary-eyed in Sydney on 
Thursday afternoon. Friday was spent 
putting the bikes together and avoiding 
the press. 

The long track at Exhibition Park 
Canberra, more used to one horsepower 
chained to a trotter buggy, was about to 
reverberate with the classic sound of the 
American V-twin. Harley-Davidson was 
here. The sun was hot, the crowd was 
building up, and the air of expectancy 
continued to build for the first exhibi- 
tion race of the day. 

The six-rider field featured a good 
cross section of experienced riders and 
young up-and-comers. Three-time AMA 
Grand National Champion Jay Spring- 
steen headed the list of American talent, 
with the young and wild Kevin Ather- 
ton also in the field. They were joined by 
seasoned American veterans in Randy 
Triplett, Lance Jones and Davey Durelle 
as well as Australian rider Paul Caslick, 
who was taking a ride on a local XR 
owned by Norm Fraser of Fraser's 
Motorcycles in Sydney. 

As the tape popped, six tires spun, 
and the 750cc twins hit Aus. The crowd 
stood up and quietly watched as the 
Harleys hit turn one locked together. 
Back wheels slid, and heavy-duty 
machinery danced sideways down the 
dirt, the riders shoulder-to-shoulder; 
still, the crowd was quiet. The riders 
started to spread a little as they jockeyed 
for position in the sweeping turn and 
out onto the tiny back straight. Spring- 
steen then pulled his Harley into the 
lead and onto the back wheel. The 
crowd went wild. This is what they had 
come to see. 

Running hard and fast around the 
top, the 750s slid back together then 
lined up for the run back down the front 
straight. Time for the bikes to pull 
around 100 mph. It was serious stuff, 
but apparently not too serious, as the 
boys had time to pat each other on the 
back. 

The four-lap race was very close. 
Springsteen won out over Atherton with 
Durelle third, Jones fourth, and Randy 
Triplett fifth, while Paul Caslick was 
having a ball and learning heaps in 
sixth. 

The next time the American bikes 
showed for the crowd, the boys were

more used to the track; they hit fourth 
gear going into turn one and stayed 
there for the duration. Once again the 
show thundered around the dirt oval, 
and once again the crowd stood and 
cheered. Springsteen showed a clean 
pair of heels to win the second leg over 
Atherton, with Jones third and Durelle 
fourth. 

Leg three changed complexion as 
Springsteen didn't win. He scored a fine 
third behind winner Durelle and Jones. 
Atherton ran a close fourth followed by 
Triplett and Caslick.

Every- 
one in attendance was overwhelmed by 
the spectacle, and all agreed about one 
thing - it had to come back next year. 
"Thunder from America" was a giant 
success. Thanks go out to Triplett, 
Springsteen, Atherton, King and Durelle 


for not only impressing the Aussies with 
their racing but for being great ambas- 
sadors. 3

event, was more than a little pleased 
with the outcome. As a matter of fact, he 
is so pleased that next year may be big- 
ger. À test series is on between Australia 
and the United States of America to be 
run on various tracks in Australia and 
New Zealand.

ix days before the 1996 AMA 
Supercross Series began, 
British transplant James Dobb 
was a man without a team, a 
goal, or even a country. Now, 
two months later, he is a Suzuki factory 
rider, tied for the lead in the 125cc West- 
ern Regional Supercross Series points 
standings, and considers himself “more 
of an American than anything else.” 
How did all of this come to pass? For the 
first time in a long while, Dobb was in 
the right place at the right time. 

How did your current deal with Suzuki 
come together? 

Iwas looking and trying to get bikes and 
parts from people ever since the end of 
last season, but things weren't going too 
good, at least as far as getting bikes goes. 
I got with Quicksilver (surf wear), but I 
couldn't really get anything else situat- 
ed. It was a week before the first race, 
and I still didn't know what I was going 
to do. Roger DeCoster invited me up to 
his house with Greg (Albertyn) the Sun- 
day before the first supercross and asked 
me if I would like to have a go on Craig 
Decker's bike. He hadn't healed com- 
pletely yet from his crash (in Las Vegas) 
last year. It was a perfect opportunity for 
me to go prove myself and make some 
more opportunities for myself in the 
future. 
Is this Suzuki deal the first lucky break 
that you've had since you came to 
America? 
In the situation that I was in, yes, this 
was a really lucky break. I've been fortu- 
nate to receive good help from Pro Cir- 
cuit and Honda of Troy in the past, but 
the way this worked out was truly lucky. 
It was a blessing - maybe someone up 
above was looking down on me when 
Suzuki called. 
What was going through your head 
before the call came? I mean, the series 
was starting in six days and you didn't 
have a ride. Weren't you worried that 
you would have to sit out the series? 
I wasn't that worried because my 
friend Scott from In-Flight, a good 
friend and manager, had bought me a 
bike himself because he felt so strong- 
ly about the Quicksilver sponsorship. 
He bought me the bike on the third of 
January, so I started riding right then 
and was thinking that that's how it 
would be in '96. But then Roger 
called, and I was able to get started 
with their bike. 
How have the rest of the riders at 
Suzuki been treating you? Are 
they treating you as if you were a 
true factory rider or are you just a 
replacement player until the 
other guy gets back to the team? 
Everyone has accepted me and 
they know what I'm there for. 
They're all team players and 
they know that I'm there to help 
Suzuki out by filling in a spot 
and putting the bike out there. 
Obviously it's helping my 
career as well; I'm just thankful that 
they've all accepted me to the point 
where they make me feel like I'm actual- 
ly one of the factory riders. They're the 
only ones who don't ask me whether I'm 
going to have the ride next week or not. 
I'm part of the team, and I'm really 
enjoying it. 

Well, I hate to ask you this, but will 
you have the ride next week? 

(Laughs) I think that I will be riding the 
first 125 National at Gainesville and the 
rest of the 125cc West Supercrosses, then 
we'll see how it goes from there. Hope- 
fully, Craig will be back for the Sacra- 
mento (Hangtown) National in early 
Mav. It mav sound funnv. but it will be

nice to see him 

back. He's a good friend, a nice 
guy, and what's happened to him I 
wouldn't want to have happen to my 
worst enemy. In some ways it won't be 
good, of course, but in the way that mat- 
ters most I'm happy for him that he will 
soon be back.

And then Quicksilver will take over as 
your big sponsor? 

Yes, Quicksilver will be the main spon- 
sor.

That's all I can hope for. I may end up 
having to buy my own bikes. I'm also 
looking to purchase a box van right now. 
Is Suzuki supplying you with a 
mechanic right now or are you paying 
for your own tuner? 

Suzuki has assigned Tony Berlutti to 
help me. He used to be Damon Huff- 
man's mechanic and he will be working 











with Craig when he comes back. 
Tony knows a thing or two about win- 
ning supercross championships... 
Yeah he does! He's been there for a 
while and he knows exactly what to do. 
He definitely makes that 125 fast for me. 
Tony and Roger and everyone have been 
so helpful to me these past few weeks. T 
really hope that I can repay them by 
winning the championship for them. I 
have other people helping me, too, like 
Tom, who will be my mechanic later in 
the year, and all of the guys that I ride 
with and train with during the week. 
There's a lot of people that I want to win 
this championship for. 
You seemed a little displeased with 
yourself after you finished third at San 
Diego last weekend. What happened 
that night? 
I've been kicking myself over that ever 
since and I apologize if I said anything 
that offended anybody. It was just the 
spirit of the moment, I guess. I knew I 
should have won the race in San Diego. 
It was such a perfect opportunity to win 
and I didn't capitalize on it. The two 
main guys around me (Kevin Wind- 
ham and David Pingree) were both out 
and I had the chance to win and get the 
points lead. I was really upset with 
myself and with some things that hap- 
pened in the race, and I probably let it all 
bother me a bit too much. It's just that so 
many people have put so much effort 
into helping me and I should be doing a 
bit better. I haven't been getting good 
starts, but I’ve been working hard on 
them. Hopefully by Houston (March 23) 
I will have my thoughts and starts sorted 
out. I'm tied for the lead in the 125cc 
West Region Championships, and I feel 
like I’ve got a good chance of winning 
the title. Kevin's riding extremely well, 
but obviously he's going to be a question 
mark when he comes back (from his col- 
larbone break). He was riding with a lot 
of confidence before he got hurt and, 
even though his break was small, small 
things can grow into big things further 
down the line. 
Will you be riding the 125cc class in the 
outdoor Nationals as well? 
Yes, I will be on the 125. I will be riding 
Craig's bike at Gainesville, but that's 
about it. After that I will be getting help 
from Mitch (Payton at Pro Circuit). He's 
always been there for me and says that 
he always will be. I will also get help 
from MXA Graphics, Dunlop, UFO, 
Works Connection, Applied, VP Race 
Fuel, Shoei, O'Neal and Quicksilver and 
hopefully some help from a shop. 
How do you think you will do in the 
125cc Nationals? 
I feel that I have a chance of winning. A 
lot of people probably canceled me out 
and didn't think that I would be in the 
position that I'm in, in supercross. 
Everyone knows that I'm a better out- 
door rider than I am in supercross, and I 
feel I have as good a chance now than 
I've ever had. It will be tough with so 
many guys out there like Steve Lamson 
and them, so it will take a lot of hard 
work. I feel like I’m getting stronger and 
stronger now that I've had the chance to 
ride these last two months. After I was 
done at the end of last year, after Steel 
City I only rode a few times until Janu- 
ary. Now I'm back in shape and I'm real- 
ly looking forward to Gainesville. Hope- 
fully everything will go well there for 
me. 
What was it like riding with Honda of 
Troy last year? 
It was good. I had a few injuries that 
held me back, so I didn't do as well for 
them as I would have liked to. Honda of 
Troy is getting bigger and better every 
year and I think in the near future they 
will be a strong force - as strong as any- 











one. I had fun riding there and the day 
that I had to leave was very hard for me. 
I knew that they wanted to go a different 
way and when they had the chance to 
sign Larry Ward - second in the super- 
cross - I had to accept that. I didn't have 
the best of years and I know what I'm 
expected to do for them, and I didn't do 
it. At the end of the year I was getting it 
together but they had to go after Ward. 
That was the best opportunity for them, 
and I hope it pays off for them. 
How do you feel about your whole 
American experience? 
I'm enjoying myself here. 
Has it been harder than you thought it 
would be when you first came over in 
1993? 
No, not really. It was really just about 
how I expected it. I knew some of the 
guys from the States before I came here, 
and I knew about their will to win. The 
hardest part has been the amount of 
races that they do here. I don't think that 
anyone else in the world understands 
the amount of top races that they have in 
America. We had this past weekend off 
but then we have 14 straight weekends 
of racing coming up. In any other part of 
the world you don't have that many big 
races in an entire season, and we're only 
halfway through! That's hard, but it's 
still a lot of fun racing here. I get to meet 
so many new people and race on so 
many different and fun tracks. Every 
race is exciting and has a new meaning 
- every time you go there. 
Who are your best friends here in the 
States? 
Albee and LaRocco are very good 
friends of mine, and I have a few others 
like Tom my mechanic and Scott from 
In-Flight. l've become real close to a few 
people and that makes it seem more like 
home. In the near future I will be looking 
into buying a house and maybe settling 
here for the future. 
So you're not going back to England 
when you're done racing? 
Have you seen the weather forecast over 
there lately? 
No, not the weather, but I’ve seen 
where the IRA (Irish Republican Army) 
has started up their bombing campaign 
again. 
Yeah, that sucks, but wherever you go in 
the world you're going to find problems. 
But I'm really enjoying living here at the 
moment and I feel at home. Obviously I 
do miss my family and real close friends 
from back home, but they come to see 
me throughout the year and it gives 
them an opportunity to have a holiday. 
Also, my cousin lives about an hour 
from me and I'll be able to hook up with 
him soon. 
How close do you live to some of the 
other professional racers? 
Where I live at in Corona (California) is 
right in the middle of everything. Mick- 
ael Pichon is another friend and he lives 
two houses away from me. Albee lives a 
two-minute walk away. Jeff Emig and 
Steve Lamson and Goat Breker and a lot 
. of those other guys live around here, too. 
They're all real nice guys but I don't 
hang out with them too much. I seem to 
| get along well with everyone around 
here - I don't think that I have a problem 
with anyone. Back in England I live close 
to Paul Malin and that's about it. Tom, 
my mechanic, can't understand how we 
see so many guys on the freeway with 
motorcycles and stuff every day. To him 
it's quite bizarre. 
Do you still keep in touch with any of 
your old racing buddies from England? 
No, not really. I see (former World 
Enduro Champion) Paul Edmonson 
when I go back home but I don't really 
stay in touch that much. He's busy and 
I'm busy across the ocean so we don't 





talk that much. It's difficult to 

stay in touch. 

I've noticed that your old 

friend Jason Bonham, who's 

dad John was the drummer 

for Led Zeppelin, has been 

getting more and more 

involved in American Super- 

cross. I understand his band 

will be playing at the Hous- 

ton Supercross... 

That's great, isn't it? It's one 

of the things that I've been 

trying to help out with over 

the last few months. I think 

that having Jason's band 

will help supercross get 

bigger by getting the 

word out to more people. 

It's an exciting sport and 

at just about every race 

you have some celebri- 

ties show up, like 

Tommy Lee (of Motley 

Crue) or Pamela Ander- 

son (Baywatch) or Matt 

LeBlanc (Friends). We 

need to start using 

that to our advantage. 

If people knew what 

supercross was and 

how cool the sport is, 

I'm sure that we 

would see a lot 

more people com- 

ing out to watch it 

and getting inter- 

ested in motorcy- 

cle racing. 

Do you hang 

with Bonham 

very often? 

Yeah, I’ve known 

Jason since I was 

about three years old. 

I would be at races back home and we 
would see his dad pull up and people 
would swarm around him. Me being a 
kid and all, I would be, like, "What's 
everyone hanging around him for?' I 
didn't really understand what Led Zep- 
pelin was or how big it was. Jason lost a 
little interest in the sport after his father 
passed away, but it's always been in his 
blood. He was a top intermediate back in 
England once, and supercross has 
always been something that he wanted 
to bea E of. Hopefully his playing 
during the opening ceremonies at these 
few races will help him and the sport. 
You've mentioned seeing a few celebri- 
ties here and there, which is something 
about California that seems to impress 
a lot of visitors. What about the girls in 
Southern California? 

I don't understand the girls here! You 
treat them nice and stuff and they don't 
seem to appreciate it at all. But if you 
treat them like shit they seem to respond 
more. It's the same problem for Albee 
(who is from South Africa) and I’m even 
a little more shy than Albee is. It's been a 
little more difficult for me. I guess 
there's pretty girls wherever you go, but 
I still prefer the girls back in England 
because I can communicate with them. 
That's because everyone speaks Eng- 
lish! 

(Laughs.) Right! No, back home they 
dress differently. Here they dress like 
cowboys or something, or girls will wear 
a nice little skirt or something and then 
put on a pair of white socks and sneak- 
ers like they were 15 or something. But 
maybe that will grow on me and I'll end 
up married to an American or some- 
thing. 

Have you ever gone out to Lake Havasu 
with all of the other American riders? 
No, I don't really care for places like 
that. I would like to go when it's not so 
crazy just to see the lake and stuff, but 





not when they have a million 

drunk people out there for holiday or 
whatever it is. 

What do you think has happened to 
Greg Albertyn in America? Things 
haven't panned out for him the way a 
lot of people in Europe thought they 
would... 

Greg's had it tough as well. The thing 
here is that the race season is so long. 
Europeans get to race with Americans 
only after the American season is over. 
Like at the Motocross des Nations? 
Right, and before that race Europeans 
have just 15 grands prix (in the 250cc 
class) while Americans have 29 major 
races before they go across and ride the 
Motocross des Nations (in September). 
The last couple of years Europe has done 
very well and even England beat the 
Americans once. But the Americans have 
been through so much, then they have to 
go across the ocean for one race in a 
place they've never been. And it's no 
more America vs. this country and then 
America vs. that country - now it's like 
America vs. all of Europe. It's them three 
guys against all of Europe now. If an 
American comes up behind anyone, no 
matter whether they're team is winning 
or not, that guy is going to try and race 
the American and block him or whatev- 
er. 

Anyway, a European team wins and 
then everyone thinks that the Americans 
aren't that fast. But look at Greg and 
look at how he's doing. People in Europe 
might not think he's fast anymore, but 
they don't understand what he's up 
against here. When the AMA champi- 
onships are on the line the Americans 
ride a little differently than they do at 
the MX des Nations. Look at someone 
like (Frenchman) Frederic Bolley: He 
won a supercross in Europe last year 





against the Americans but when he 
comes to America to race a real super- 
cross he has quite a job just qualifying 
here. That's what Greg is now seeing 
and that's what Europeans don't under- 
stand - just how fast the racing really is 
here. 

How would you characterize the differ- 
ences in the tracks? 

America is much more technical with all 
the doubles and triples and whoops and 
all that. The tracks are also very well- 
prepped here, much more so than 
Europe. And the tracks are much faster 
back in Europe. I’m more comfortable on 
the tracks here now; when it comes to 
racing I finally think of myself more as 
an American than a European. 

If you had to give advice to a young 
European rider who had dreams of 
coming here, what would you tell him? 
The quicker he gets here the better. AII 
he's doing is losing time when he's over 
there because in order to compete here 
you have to know what you're up 
against, and you just don't realize what 
that is or how fast they are until you've 
actually come here. I'm a perfect exam- 
ple of this. I didn't really race supercross 
for six years while I raced the GPs in 
Europe, and it's taken me three years to 
learn it! Kids from Europe have to get 
across and race with these guys here as 
soon as they can because they have no 
idea what it is they're up against. It's a 
lot harder than they think. €N

PJ1 Super Arenacross Series

CINCINNATI, OH, FEB. 16-17 
organ Racing /Feroce- 
backed Mike Jones 
returned from racing in 
Europe and interrupted 
the domination by 
Team Green/Thor/TUF Racing riders 
Jimmy Gaddis and Jeromy Buehl of the 
PJI Super Arenacross Series when 
round 10 came to Cincinnati's River- 
front Coliseum. 

While Buehl swept the 125cc main 
events at the MSR/ Answer/KBC Hel- 
mets-sponsored arenacross on both 
nights, Jones claimed Friday's 250cc 
main event, making life miserable for 
Saturday's 250cc winner Gaddis, who 
cannot afford to give much ground on 
the sometimes-unpredictable and often 
hard-charging Buehl in the champi- 
onship points chase. In fact, Jones was 
the high-points recipient with a win, 
two runner-up finishes and a third- 
place, shutting down the 1-2 punch so 
typical of the Team Green teammates in 
the series. 

Jones raced most of the weekend 
with a tweaked neck after going over 
the handlebars at the end of the whoop 
section while trying to catch Buehl on 
the last lap of the “Dash for Cash.” He 
was knocked unconscious and carried 
off on a stretcher, but he returned to the 
line 15 minutes later for his 125cc quali- 
fier. 

"I was really happy to win the 250cc 
main, and I think everyone was sur- 


prised to see I got up for it after being 
knocked out," Jones said. 

Promoter Mike Kidd added a new 
twist to the obstacles on the track this 
weekend. A deep sand trap about 50 
feet long was added in before the 
whoop section. 

"It's different," said F&S Suzuki rider 
Todd DeHoop. “It makes you go a little 
squirrelly before the whoops, so it slows 
you down a bit and throws a new aspect 
into the racing." 


FRIDAY 
Buehl would took charge early in the 


Round 10: Riverfront Coliseum 


125cc main event with Gaddis in close 
pursuit ahead of DeHoop, Andy Atkins, 
and Jones, all of whom stayed within 
striking distance of the leaders. Buehl 
and Gaddis swapped the lead while 
Jones worked his way past Atkins. Gad- 
dis was hanging with Buehl until he 
crashed in the horseshoe turn, allowing 
DeHoop and Jones to slip around. 

“Т just got cross-rutted there in the 
turn and fell down,” Gaddis said. “I lost 
a couple of places but still got back up to 
fourth.” 

Buehl had now pulled a command- 
ing lead and was letting DeHoop and 


Jones battle it out for the second spot. 
F&S Suzuki's Davey Yezek was working 
his way up from a midpack start, trying 
to make some time on the leaders but 
having to contend with riders like Char- 
lie Dunaway, Brad Woolsey and Atkins, 
who was in the fifth position. Yezek’s 
persistence would eventually get him by 
Atkins, Dunaway and Woolsey, but he 
would advance no further. Buehl 
walked away with the win followed by 
DeHoop, Jones and Gaddis. 

“1 felt really good out there," Buehl 
said. "I'm glad to take the win." 

The 250cc main event generated 
excitement for the crowd right from the 
snap of the gate. DeHoop grabbed the 
holeshot and headed down through the 
sand trap and into the whoops with 
Gaddis, Jim Chester, Grayson Goodman 
and Jones constituting the front-runners. 

DeHoop's luck ran out at that point 
as he violently crashed at the end of the 
section. 

“Т came around the corner, opened it 
up through the whoops, and (was) try-

ing to clear the last big one," DeHoop 
said. "(I) just didn't get enough drive 
and went into the face and over the han- 
dlebars." 

Gaddis and most of the pack escaped 
to the inside, but Buehl opted to leave 
knobby tracks down the side of 
DeHoop's riderless RM. 

"| didn't know who it was," Buehl 
said. “I couldn't do anything, so I just 
pulled a wheelie and went over his bike. 
I tried to pick someplace I wouldn't get 
caught up in it, but there wasn't much I 
could do." 

Gaddis now had Jones hounding 











him relentlessly, with Chester, Woolsey, 
Yezek and Buehl making up a tightly 
formed group of leaders. By the end of 
lap two, Yezek and Buehl had gotten by 
Woolsey for fourth and fifth while try- 
ing to catch the leaders, who were 
beginning to get away. Jones decided to 
put a move on Gaddis and took the wall 
line down through the whoop section. 
They came across the big jump together 
with Jones being able to force the inside 
line on Gaddis, stripping him of the 
lead. 

Jones then opened up a three-second 
lead that Gaddis couldn't overcome. 

^I don't like making excuses, but I 
was losing my clutch and that was 
throwing my timing off," a disappoint- 
ed Gaddis said later. 

Buehl slipped by Yezek for fourth 
and tracked down Chester, taking third 
away from Chester but proceeding no 
further up in the finishing order. 

“I felt good tonight in both classes,” 
Buehl said. "I think I could have 
improved in the 250s, but I was riding a 
little bit too tentatively and let the lead- 
ers get away. I learned my lesson. Next 
time, I'll pull the holeshot and forget 
about it." 

“Т hope to be back tomorrow night," 
winner Jones said. "I'm sore now, but 
we'll see." 


SATURDAY 


Buehl made Saturday's 125cc main 
event look much the same as the previ- 
ous night when he ripped the holeshot 
and proceeded to set the pace for the 
race. At one point early on, Jones made 
a threatening bid in the whoop section, 
but Buehl staved off the charge and 
pulled out ahead to avoid another con- 
frontation. Behind the two front-runners 
were Yezek, Gaddis, DeHoop and the 
Kawasaki of Shawn Morgan. DeHoop 
would relinquish his position to Morgan 
before the halfway point. 

Buehl opened up a six-second lead 
over Jones and Yezek, who themselves 
had a four-second lead over Gaddis. 

Morgan seemed to be content with 
following Gaddis but could not close 
down to threaten anyway. Yezek made 
various attempts to get by Jones but was 
denied as Jones slammed the door shut 
each time. 

Buehl ended up crossing the line 
with the second of his back-to-back 
125cc wins for the weekend. Jones and 
Yezek filled out the podium. 

"That start helps a lot," Buehl said. 
“I got out there and I was having a good 
time and kept telling myself to race to 
win, and it seemed to work out pretty 
good for me." 

“I would have liked to have won the 
main event, but it is really hard to make 
up time out there," Jones said. “I weigh 
190 pounds, and Jeromy goes about 170, 
so that really helps him." 

The Kawasaki of Missouri KX pilot- 
ed by Doug Stone surprised the compe- 
tition by taking the holeshot and being 
chased by Gaddis and Buehl into the 
sand trap. Stone's limelight was short- 
lived as Gaddis would complete lap one 
as the leader. Stone also gave up posi- 
tions to Jones and Buehl before lap two 
was done. DeHoop stripped Stone of 
fourth on lap three, but he was able to 
regain it a few laps later. 

Just before the midway point, Buehl 
crashed while tripling the first three 
jumps of the double-double portion of 
the track. 

"I came over the triple, and I think I 
caught a rut on the back side of the 
triple," Buehl said. “It happened so 
quick, before I knew it, I was on the 
ground," he said. 

Buehl's problems were compounded

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when his bike wouldn't restart due to 
dirt being packed into his silencer. Stone 
found himself in third once again only 
to have DeHoop, Carsten and Morgan 
storm by. Carsten applied pressure to 
DeHoop late in the race and forced his 
way by to secure third. 

Gaddis accumulated about a four- 
second lead on Jones and came home 
with the win. Carsten filled out the last 
trophy place with DeHoop and Morgan 
rounding out the top five. 

“I felt good," Gaddis said. "I got out 
front and didn’t look back. I kept my 
head on and won the race. I was happy.” 





“I give all the credit in the world to 
Jimmy,” runner-up Jones said. “He’s a 
good friend of mine, and if I can’t win, 
it would definitely be him I would want 
to win. You can't make up any time out 
there. He had four or five bike lengths 
on me, and he held it right to the fin- 
ish.” 

Buehl may have been able to narrow 
the point difference between himself 
and Gaddis had it not been for his poor 
finish in the last 250cc race. As it stands, 
Buehl is just 28 points away from tying 
Gaddis, and there are still two events 
remaining. су

WILSEYVILLE, CA, FEB. 11 
7: Cycle Gear 100K Hare Scram- 


bles was nicknamed "Mayhem in 

the Mountain," and by the end of 
the day the race had truly lived up to the 
moniker. Held in the heart of California 
gold country, the 100K was the brain- 
child of former AMA National Reliabili- 
ty Champion and 1987 ISDE "Top Amer- 
ican" Dave Bertram as a fund raiser for 
Ride to Win. Ride to Win supports Team 
USA in its efforts to bring home the gold 
in ISDE competition. Bertram's theory is 
that with proper support, which is 
extremely expensive, Team USA can 
compete head to head with the world's 
best off-road racers and usually better- 
funded teams. With the efforts of the 
staff of Cycle Gear and the 242 Motorcy- 
cle Club, 100 percent of the proceeds 
were donated to the fund. 

On Saturday night early arrivals 
were treated to an off-road racing semi- 
nar with special guests former National 
Enduro Champion Steve Hatch and for- 
mer Hare Scrambles National Champi- 
on Rodney Smith. Approximately 70 
people attended the seminar that was 

osted by off-road racer Charles Hal- 
comb, 

Sunday dawned bright and clear with 
temperatures unseasonably warm. But if 
any of the approximately 200 riders that 
turned out thought they were in for an 
easy Sunday trail ride, they were in for a 
big surprise. After all, with obstacles like 
"The Plunge,” "George's Jungle" and 
"Slippery Rock" on the menu, it was 
clear that race organizers had intended 
to challenge everyone's skill, including 
some of the nation's best off-road war- 
riors. Recent rains had caused local 
creeks to rise and, as luck would have it, 
there were no less than six stream cross- 
ings, not to mention the fact that the trail 
was littered by countless rocks, fallen 
logs and trees. The course had been split 
by Bertram and the 2+2 crew with the A 
and Vet A classes being routed along 
some truly gnarly terrain, while the rest 
of the racers had to contend with merely 
treacherous trails. 

Right from the start, Suzuki-mounted 
Hatch and local hero Pat Garrahan

began to separate themselves from the 
rest of the pack, although Garrahan's 
brother, Brian, was able to stay some- 
what in touch with the leading duo. By 
the end of the first 14-mile loop, Hatch 
had gained a 20-second advantage. 
Hatch would maintain that margin until 
lap four when he pulled in to make a 
plug change. By the time he had exited 
the pits Hatch had relinquished the lead 
to Pat Garrahan. The outcome of the 
race would be decided on the last lap. 

With a 30-second lead, Garrahan was 
first into George's Jungle, a densely 
wooded section that was named in 
honor of multi-time district champ 
George Hendrix. The jungle was a par- 
ticularly grueling section of trail with an 
abundance of slick rocks and fallen logs 
to keep the competitors on their best 
behavior. Unfortunately for Garrahan 
he bungled in the jungle and bailed 
hard, giving up the lead to the hard- 
charging and consistent Hatch. 

“1 was riding as hard as possible on 
the last lap trying to keep Hatch behind 
me, and I thought I was okay until I 
crashed," said Garrahan.

By the time Hatch emerged from the 
woods, he had a 15-second lead, and 
that would be all he needed to secure 
the win. 

At the end of the race, it was Hatch 
first, Team Green's Pat Garrahan second 
and fellow Team Green rider Brian Gar- 
rahan taking third. 

“It (the course) was a perfect 10,” 
said Hatch. "It compared to some of the 
toughest GNCC tracks back East." 

“Tt was awesome,” said Pat Garrahan 
of the brutal course. 

^We hope to make this an annual 
event," said Bertram. "And we want it 
to have a reputation for being tough - 
an event that when you finish, you 
know you really accomplished some-

SUMMERTOWN, TN, FEB. 18 
M Sport Motorcycle's Scott 
К: the reigning Grand 
National Cross Country Champi- 
on, made his second appearance in the 
Mid-South Winter HS Series a winning 
one, as he took top honors in the Fire 
Tower Hare Scramble on a cool but 
sunny day in southern Tennessee. 

With the Fire Tower Hare Scramble 
rescheduled from the previous date 
because of an ice storm that hit the East 
Coast, promoters were a little anxious 
when the area was hammered again on 
Friday morning with three inches of 
snow. The warmer temperatures on Sat- 
urday quickly melted the snow and, by 
Sunday's start, the track was at near- 
perfect conditions. Despite the pre-race 
snow, 260 riders signed up for a day of 
racing. 

Doug Blackwell, on his Sport Cycle 
Racing Yamaha, led the Pro class off the 
start ahead of Plessinger, Mike Sampson 
on his Thompson Motorsport Yamaha, 
Kentucky's Mike Morris on his Duke's 
Performance Yamaha, and Team Green 
rider and former National Enduro 
Champion Terry Cunningham. 

Sampson wasted no time making his 
intentions known as he put his Yamaha 
out in front of Plessinger and Blackwell 
about a mile into the eight-mile and, in 
places, tight and technical woods 
course. Sampson checked in at the end 
of lap one with Blackwell and Plessinger 
in close company, followed by a hard- 
charging Robert Patterson on his Sarge's 
Cycle RMX. 

Sampson continued to lead going 
into the second lap with Blackwell and 
Plessinger swapping positions back and 
forth, each capitalizing on each other's 
mistakes. Patterson continued in fourth 
just a few ticks back, as Morris moved 
up to take over fifth spot, as Cunning- 
ham fell off the pace. 

Sampson kept his Yamaha out front 
and continued to lead heading out for 
lap three, as Plessinger pulled in ahead 
of Blackwell, with Patterson hot on 
Blackwell's rear wheel. Morris stayed 
consistent as he hung on to fifth. The 
order remained the same throughout 
the third lap. 

Sampson was cruising and looked to 
have gotten a leg up on the gremlins 
that plagued him earlier in the series - 
he was headed to a sure win. But 
halfway through the fourth lap the 
gremlins struck back. 

Sampson said, "The ruts were getting 
pretty bad, and I must have hit a root or 
something that cleaned my chain guide 
completely off. After that, my chain just 
kept coming off, which ultimately 
ended my day. Other than that, I think I 
proved to myself after the last race that I 
can run with the best of them." In that 
"last" race, Sampson hit a tree with his 
head hard enough to shatter his helmet. 

With Sampson dropping out of the 
race, Plessinger took over the lead and 
came in at lap's end to take on fuel and 
make some steering and shock adjust- 
ments. Patterson and Blackwell did like- 
wise but got away sooner, leaving 
Plessinger to play catch up. Morris con- 
tinued in fourth at a distance, as Indi- 
ana's John Maschino, on his Cycle Shed- 
sponsored KTM, moved into the fifth 
spot. Plessinger pushed it hard and 
finally caught up to and passed Patter- 
son and Blackwell about halfway 
through the fifth lap. 

At the beginning of the sixth lap, 
there were no more than five seconds 
separating the top three riders. Morris 
came in just a short distance back as 
Maschino kept pace. 





As the trio - Plessinger, Patterson and 
Blackwell - took the checkered flag, they 
finished in the exact same order and 
nearly as close as the last time they all 
went at it, with Plessinger taking the 
win over Patterson and Blackwell. Mor- 
ris checked in about 20 seconds off the 
leaders' pace with Maschino taking a 
solid fifth overall. 

Plessinger said, "It was a good race - 
just as it was the last round, only this 
time I didn't get tired. After the pit and 
the adjustments I made, I hit a tree and 
bent my hand saver and had to do 
without my front brake the last lap and 
a half. Every time I would pull the 
lever, it would stick on, so I just quit 
using it." 

You could tell from the looks of Pat- 
terson's bike he had his share of close 
encounters with the many trees on the 
course. The right side of his handlebars 
were bent and the left hand saver was 
gone. Patterson said, "Well you know 
how it is, I just gave it all I had. We had 


one hell of a race!" Blackwell agreed, 
"Yeah, we were definitely all right there, 
it could've went to any one of us if the 
other had made a mistake." 

Open A reigning champ Harvey 
Whitaker had to work to put his Andy's 
Honda in the winners' circle, as he and 
Todd Boone swapped the lead for the 
first few laps until Whitaker finally 
pulled away. 

The Vet A class saw an upset, as 
Bryan Adams on his Performance Cycle- 
backed Kawasaki ended former Nation- 
al Hare Scramble Champion Tony Hen- 
don's two-year-long winning streak. 
Hendon said, "It was just one of those 
days. I had a couple get-offs and let him 
get away, and Adams also rode a good 
race. 

Sarge's Cycle-sponsored Chris Beard 
put his big-bore Honda out in front in 
the Open B class off the start and never 
looked back. Series rival, Robert Lich, on 
a Kawasaki took second-place honors. 

The 250cc A class held plenty of lead 
swapping until the fourth lap when 
Steve Ezell took over on his Mid-South 
Motoplex-backed Yamaha and held on 
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to the finish. Todd Wilson made it close 
at the finish to take second.

Super Senior champ John Giles pow- 
ered his Yamaha to yet another win over 
John Friedli, while Greg Gilliam pow- 
ered his Yamaha to first place in 250cc B 
action. 

In 125cc B action, KTM rider Paul 
Allen and Yamaha-mounted Kip Haynie 
fought tooth and nail with Allen coming 
out on top. 

Clint Robinson continued to domi- 
nate the 200cc B class on his Kawasaki, 
while Thomas Campbell kept him in 
sight for second for place. 

John Lenard set a blistering pace in 
the 200cc A class, topping Darin Phillips 
for the class win. 

Gallie Ward moved to the front and

hen people think of a fast Cana- 
(42: motorcycle racer, they 

think of one name - Miguel 
DuHamel. And who can blame them? 
DuHamel blitzed the American road 
racing scene in 1995 and wowed the 
crowds with his incredible speed and 
record-breaking string of victories. So 
it's easy to understand why most might 
overlook a young Canadian dirt tracker 
trying to make his mark on the Ameri- 
can dirt track scene. 

But to ignore Burlington, Ontario's 
Steve Beattie would be à mistake. The 
23-year-old tasted his first major U.S. 
success in 1995 with a decisive victory at 
the I-96 Half Mile National in Lake 
Odessa, Michigan, and reclaimed the 
CMA National number-one plate with 
an impressive string of "north of the 
border" victories. Winning a Grand 
National dirt track is not easy, and to 
have accomplished it at such a young 
age underlines the possibility that he 
could be a threat in seasons to come. 

The Deeley Harley-Davidson XR750 
rider's I-96 win made him the first 
Canadian to take an AMA round since 
Steve Aseltine's Daytona short track 
success in 1989. As far as dirt track 
purists are concerned, to find a parallel 
you would have to look all the way back 
to 1973, when Waterdown (a rural com- 
munity in Ontario, not far from Burling- 
ton) resident Dave Sehl earned the last 
of his six National victories at Louisville, 
Kentucky. Unlike British Columbia- 
based Aseltine, who triumphed piloting 
a 600cc single, all of Sehl's wins came on 
half mile or mile tracks aboard twin- 
cylinder, 750cc equipment. 

A review of 1995 shows that on top 
of the AMA National success, Beattie 
took both 750 and 600cc Canadian 
Championships and also earned the 
AMA 750cc Expert Regional title. The 
AMA Regional series comprised 12 U.S. 
events, coast to coast, often in support of 
the National tour. The Beattie crew ran a 





total of 49 events during 1995, just short 
of their 53-venue record of 1990. 

Beattie showed considerable promise 
back in 1993, running near the front in 
the United States and earning the Cana- 
dian National crown. But his 1994 tour 
was, as Steve puts it, "an upset year." 


‘Beattie broke both his legs in separate 


motocross training accidents, and 
missed most of the dirt track season. 
Meanwhile, his younger brother Doug 
was turning heads on a Harley-David- 
son 883, winning the Sacramento mile 
National support round. 

The year 1995 started with a promis- 
ing but unsuccessful trip to Florida, and 
since March, Beattie was on the road full 
time. Even though veteran tuner Brian 
Olsen was struggling with a severe ill- 
ness, the Canadian official H-D squad 
finally had their breakthrough year. As 
a bona fide National victor, Beattie has 
reached a new level of respect in the 
world of flat track. 

We talked to Beattie in mid-Decem- 
ber, just after he wrapped up his 1995 








campaign with an indoor race in the 
United States. Beattie showed us around 
Olsen's tidy shop, which was full of 
machines being readied for the 1996 
tour, and reflected on an impressive 
year. 

Are you happy with where you wound 
up in 1995? 

I was really happy with my results in 
the U.S., up until the middle of the sea- 
son. In Canada, I won four out of four 
rounds on the 750, and got two firsts 
and two seconds on the 600. My Canadi- 
an record was excellent this year, about 
as good as I could ask for. 

In the U.S., I was happy until we 
started hitting some of the Midwest clay 
tracks. They haven't been my speciality; 
I'm more of a cushion rider. 

I kept telling myself, "I'm going to 
have to learn to ride these things. I’m 
going to keep at it, I’m not going to get 
discouraged." But I kept getting 14ths, 
15ths, and two races after I won on a 
clay track, I didn't even qualify. I was 
starting to think, "This is crazy, this is 
insane, this sport is getting to me." 

Now that I'd won one, everyone 
expects you to do it again, to pull it out 
of the hat. Dirt track's not that easy. I 
don't like to think I fluked into the win, 
I definitely earned it, coming up from 
10th. 

At I-96, you weren’t so sure you were 
going to be in a position to win. 

Yeah, I tried to prepare mentally and 
physically like usual, but I was a little 
on the hurt side from the night before. 
We were at a Regional, and Steve More- 
head accidentally ran into the back of 
me. The two of us hit the wall at 50, 60 
miles per hour, and that kind of banged 
me up. 

Two weeks prior to that event, I 
ended up in the wall again, riding a 
pavement race on the 600. So I was pret- 
ty hurt on the physical side, and mental- 
ly, I was trying to keep myself up. Noth- 
ing was any different that night than 


any other night. Everything just clicked 
in the main event. 

Did the track and conditions suit your 
style? 

I was really excited when it rained. It 
was kind of dry earlier in the day, and I 
was again running into the usual trou- 
ble with my monoshock bike when the 
track gets slick. No matter where I put 
the wheelbase, the front end, the weight, 
whatever, I just can’t seem to get it to 
hook up. That bike likes to be ridden 
aggressively, and if I can't ride it aggres- 
sively, I'm pretty much going back- 
wards. 

So as soon as it rained, after the heat 
races, it was great. The traction was 
there, I was happy, and mentally I was 
about 110 percent. But I wasn't thinking 
I could win it. I lined up for the final 
after running the fastest laps of the night 
in the Semi, and just figured I could do 
very well, and I came out on top. 

Was the response more than you expect- 
ed? Many riders have said that winning 
a National makes a big difference. 








Yeah, you join the elite crowd. You get a 
lot of respect from the veterans. They all 
of a sudden start paying attention and 
talking to you, helping you out more. 
You ask them a question, they might 
help you, or they might steer you the 
wrong way a little bit. 

What does it mean as a Canadian? It's a 
big thing to your fans, they place a lot 
of pressure on you. Is that a big deal? 
Yeah, I guess it is. I didn't realize how 
much it meant to people until about a 
week later. People were calling all the 
time to congratulate me. People would 
say, "We do keep up on this and it 
hasn't been done since 1973,” and Га be 
thinking, "Yeah, and I was one year old 
then!” 

All sorts of fans and ex-racers and 
everybody called me. It was really 
something. That's when I realized how 
much it meant to Canadians. It was cool. 

I was also selling T-shirts at the track 
this year, and we sold out at 1-96. Then, 
at the next few races, I'd be seeing peo- 
ple in the stands or whatever, and 




















they'd have my shirt on, and I knew 
they had to have got it a thousand miles 
away. So those are my fans! 
We asked Jon Cornwell about your 
win, and he said he was "jealous as 
hell." It's interesting that he was an 
AMA front-runner in flat track in the 
1980s, before he got into road racing, 
and you two are good friends, have the 
same tuner and you were even riding a 
bike that was originally his. 
I credit Jon a lot. He helps me out a lot, 
not only with the motorcycles but he 
helps me out mentally. Whenever I'm 
having problems, I know he's been there 
- he's done it all. And as long as he 
keeps helping me out, I know I can go 
further and further. 
Cornwell's pretty hard on you some- 
times. 
Yeah, he is. It's funny, after I won, he 
wasn't too talkative, he wasn't asking 
me too much. He said, "Yeah, I heard 
you won." 

Finally, it came out about two days 
later, we were working in the shop 





there, and he said, “You know what, I'm 
so goddamn jealous." 

All I said was, "Don't be mad, just 
keep helping me out, and maybe we can 
do some more of this." 

And you were on a bike he used to 
race? 

Yeah, it was his old frame, one of the 
many Jon Cornwell ex-motorcycles. 
Have you ever considered quitting? 

In 1993, I got burned out. I was almost 
sick of racing. Not so much racing, just 
the driving, sick of eating food on the 
road and trying to find restaurants with 
decent meals, so I was glad to have that 
year over. Then 1994 started really well, 
then I got hurt, and I didn’t have the 
confidence when I came back. And then 
I broke my other leg and that put me out 
for the season. 

Sitting out all those races, I really 
realized how much I wanted to ride. I 
realized how much I was doing this for 
fun, for just the plain enjoyment. It 
wasn’t the money or this or that. It was 
what I wanted to do. 

Did you have any doubts about coming 
back from two big injuries? 

Well, yeah. I remember laying there, in 
the gravel pit where it (the second MX 
accident) happened and saying, “This is 
it, I'm through with motorcycles. I'm 
selling everything, I’m washing my 
hands of this crap. Enough of this.” But 
a few weeks later, as soon as I could, I 
wanted to start riding again. 

In 1995, once I got back on the 750, I 
knew things were fine. I hadn't ridden 
the 750 since July until the following 
April at Pomona, and I was hauling ass. 
Mentally, I was just pumped. I came in 
from practice at Pomona, and I was 
smiling. I was going faster than Parker - 
the only person I wasn’t faster than was 
Springer - and he won that night. I knew 
Thadn't lost anything. I think maybe sit- 
ting out those race, after getting a little 
tired in 1993, made me really go for it in 
1995. I was pretty excited. 

What do you do to train? 
Well, I kind of stay off the motocross 
bikes (laughs). I do have a brand-new 





one. I do a lot of bicycling, playing hock- 
ey with Corndog (Jon Cornwell) all win- 
ter long - that’s how I train. 

I was in a stage there that everybody 
gets into in motocross - the big air is fun, 
then the big air bites you in the ass. 
That’s what happened. Now I know I 
can do it, but I don’t have to do it that 
way anymore. I’m fine without it. I still 
do motocross, I just ride safe. I have a lot 
of friends, we do it together, and if I’m 
not doing something like that, then I’m 
bored. You've got to keep riding to keep 
your skills sharp. I'll tell you, mountain 
biking can get you too. It put me in the 
hospital for a day. 

How many motorcycles do you have 
for the various dirt track events? 

Five in total. I have an 883, two 750s - a 
mile and a half miler, and then the two 
600s. 

The AMA series seems to be turning 
around after some lean years. 

The TV is helping out the most. It’s 
doing us a lot of good. People are start- 
ing to see it. At first, they gave us a bad 








time slot - we were on there at 1 am on 
Thursday nights. Only the night owls 
are going to catch that. Once we got onto 
TNN, Saturdays at 3, it was excellent. 

Everybody's talking about it, saying 
“Hey, I saw this new sport.” I got a lot 
of that. "Hey, is that what you do, do 
you go around in circles?" And I'd say, 
"Yeah, that was us." Basically, if it was 
opening the eyes of friends, people I 
went to school with that had no idea of 
what I did, if they all of a sudden real- 
ized that's what I do, then I think we're 
going to get everybody noticing it. 

I always ask people what they 
thought of it, and they say "It's exciting, 
there is lots of passing, it's good to 
watch." 

So you did almost all the AMA rounds, 
except for some conflicts with the 
Canadian series. 






I missed Denver due 
to Trois Riviere, and 
the LaSalle short track due to the Leam- 
ington Canadian National. 

Now you're pretty much part of the 
American tour. Who do you see as the 
toughest competitor? 

I'd have to say Scott Parker. The guy's 
won six titles. He's got, I think, 69 more 
wins than I do. He might be having a 
bad day early on, or a bad day altogeth- 
er, but the next week, he's going to be 
there. 

What about the Canadian series? 

Chris Evans, Scott Buchan, a young kid 
out of Michigan who I think is 15 years 
old, Brian Bigelow, those are about the 
three that give me the most trouble, any 
kind of headache. Maybe I shouldn't be 
telling them this! 

Chris had the number-one plate, I 
expected him to give me a little bit more 
of a run for my money this year. But I 
think he had some bad luck, started off 
on the wrong foot. At the end of the 
year, man, he was just on a tear. 








He got pretty excited this year about 
running the U.S. Nationals, and I think 
that helped him out a lot. The more you 
race, the faster you get. He had someone 
building his motors that really helped 
him out a lot. His stuff was running and 
it was running fast. Chris was probably 
my toughest competitor, day to day. His 
consistency wasn't so good throughout 
the year, and that hurt him in the points 
standings in Canada. 

Do you and Chris ever work together 
at the U.S. events? 

Not really. I try to keep my distance. 
Everything is fine, we get along great, 
but I just work on my own. Do my own 
thing. I'm kind of getting away from 
being the old social butterfly in the pits. 
What tracks do you like best? 

My favorite track in Canada would be 
Trois Riviere. It's banked, wide open, 


you can run top to bottom. It's lots of 
fun, you can do lots of neat things on a 
750. In the U.S., I would say the Spring- 
field mile, even though it's never been 
my best race. It's the ultimate mile and 
the ultimate dirt track. As far as half 
mile, I guess I-96. Not that it's a great 
track, but it's got some memories. 

Do you still prefer to ride the big bike? 
Yeah, I do. I still think I'm a better 750 
rider than a 600 rider. l'm working on 
the 600 stuff, too. I'm working on my 
short tracks; that's where I have to 
sharpen up my skills. It's a good thing 
that there aren't 15 of those a year, or I'd 
be finished. 

What are your goals for 1996? 

My goal for this year was top 10, and I 
just missed that. So my goal is top 10 in 
AMA points. Now I know that I can win 
them. It was fairly easy to win that one. 
I'd like to win a few more races in 1996, 
and maybe get closer to the top five, if I 
could. 

How do you rate your brother's 
progress?

Doug was coming along there, but he's 
kind of lost interest a bit. He 
approached me a couple of weeks ago, 
wanting to help me out and tune for me 
at the races he isn't riding. There are a 
few rides out there, maybe he should 
have been on the phone some more, get- 
ting himself some rides. He's not sure if 
he's going to 883; he says he is, and he 
wants to ride my bike at a couple of 
events. 

And you would prefer to concentrate 
on the race bikes and not use your 883? 
883s are okay to ride, they're fun, but I 
don't care for them that much. I guess I 
just haven't had a good experience. The 
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day I have a good experience on one, 
one that's set up pretty good, then I'll 
get into it. But in general, they're too 
heavy and don't have enough horse- 
power. 

What about road racing? You've dab- 
bled, and you know a lot of people 
who are involved, is that important? 

It is. It's expensive, but I'd like to get 
into it. Right now, my season in dirt 
track is just too busy. This year, I went 
from April 1 to October 15 wide open, 
with no breaks, no weekends off. So as 
far as trying to squeeze in a road race, 
there is no time right now. So if I do 
decided to do it, I'll have to start 
scratching some dirt tracks. Right now, I 
haven't accomplished what I want to do 
in dirt track yet. So, I guess we'll put 
that on the back burner for now. 

If I was offered the right deal to come 
out and try it, to get my feet wet, see 
how it goes, I wouldn't pass it up. But 
until that happens, I'm not going to 
spend my own money. We're going to 
go tear ‘em up on the dirt tracks. eN

hile going through a renowned 
Were racing publication a few 

days ago, I came across a very 
interesting article touting the positive 
effect comprehensive market research 
has had on the success of automobile rac- 
ing in America. Through reading the arti- 
cle, it became apparent that the sport of 
supercross could glean a tremendous 
amount of knowledge and insight about 
their fan base and overall marketing 
potential through a comprehensive, in- 
depth market research program. 

To put the role of marketing research 
into perspective, one has to look no fur- 
ther than volatile political war being 
waged between the two premier Indy 
Car circuits in the United States - the 
fledgling Indy Racing League (created by 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway president 
Tony George) and the prestigious and 
ultracompetitive CART (Championship 
Auto Racing Teams) Indy Car World 
Series. If you are not hip to the current 
events in the world of automobile racing, 
the two club-toting sides are caught up in 
a struggle that is so intense and nasty, it 
could very well damage the integrity and 
well-being of the sport for years to come. 
In an effort to take control of American 
Indy Car racing, the two warring sanc- 
tioning bodies have been involved in a 
polarized conflict that has been going on 
now for over a year, with the most 
volatile battle yet to be fought. On 
Memorial Day Weekend, the Indianapo- 
lis 500 - the biggest single-day sporting 
event in the world - will be boycotted by 
the star-studded, buck-up CART teams. 
Feeling that they are being backed into a 
corner by George and his IRL-series (due 
to IRL-specific rule changes and a sus- 
pect qualifying system for the Indy 500), 
CART will field and promote their own 
race, the U.S. 500 at Michigan Interna- 
tional Speedway (on the very same day). 
In an amazing display of politics, mud- 
slinging and constant verbal bashing, the 
two sides have become so very belliger- 
ent towards each other that the history 
and prestige of the Indy 500 may very 


To get back to the point at hand, in an 
effort to show which series is the 
strongest and most promising (you know 
- the strongest will survive), the IRL and 
CART sanctioning bodies have recently 
commissioned independent researcher 





firms to generate qualitative and quanti- 
tative market research surveys to motor 
racing fans. The objective of each the two 
T sanctioning bodies is to prove, 
through fan opinion and personality 
polls, that its respective series has the 
most marketing and entertainment 
potential. 

Present within the swirling controver- 
Sy that surrounded the premiere IRL race 
in Orlando, Florida, last month were two 
individually commissioned marketing 
surveys. One, referred to as "RaceStat - 
Indy," was commissioned by CART and 
executed by Performance Research and 
the other, an IRL-commissioned study, 
was generated by the Behavior Research 
Center. The two individual research 
firms utilized different tactics in their 
information-gathering process, but 
attempted to reach the same goal - to 
show that the series they were collecting 
and tabulating data for was the most 
prestigious and important. 

The RaceStat - Indy report utilized a 
telephone survey technique in which 254 
race fans were contacted (after being 
qualified from a large group of people to 
ensure that they were in fact true race 
fans) and fed objective questions from a 
moderator regarding their thoughts and 
opinions on the CART Indy Car World 
Series. Through the detailed survey it was 
determined that American race fans were 
far more in favor of the CART series and 
felt that CART was correct in the tactics 
they were using in fighting the war 
against the young and unproven IRL 
series. Also recorded in the survey were 
various opinions of the respondents, their 
lifestyle information, purchase patterns, 
demographic background, TV viewing 
habits and brand awareness. The survey 
was profoundly detailed and comprehen- 
sive and provided the CART sanctioning 
body with not only answers that they 
wanted to hear, but invaluable back- 
ground information about their fan base. 

The IRL/Behavior Research Center 
study utilized a "random intercept 
method" (that is, an "exit poll" such as 
the type utilized by the movie studios). 
Upon exiting the IRL Indy 200 at Disney 
World, 494 race fans present at the event 
were interviewed and polled on their 
opinion of the race and the IRL series in 
general. What they concluded was that 
90 percent of the fans polled were 
extremely satisfied with the entertain-

ment value of the event and would 
return in '97. They also found out that 50 
percent of the fans interviewed were 
from out of state, and 85 percent of them 
would return again in '97. The IRL also 
learned that the majority of the fans 
interviewed were looking for a new type 
of racing "product" and series that tout- 
ed new drivers and venues, with the 
majority of these respondents stating that 
the IRL series was superior to the CART 
series (although this assumption seems a 
bit funky seeing that it was the first event 
the IRL had ever run). The Behavior 
Research Center then contacted the same 
respondents by phone one week later to 
procure additional feedback on purchase 
behavior, demographic background, 
lifestyle information and television view- 
ing habits. Sound familiar? 

While the two research firms were 
looking for answers regarding fan opin- 
ion and feedback on the two competing 
race series, they were also gathering and 
“distilling” priceless demographic, quan- 
titative and psychographic information 
from the overall Indy Car racing fan 
base. Despite all of the problems, it is 
admirable to think that the two sanction- 
ing bodies would commission studies to 
learn more about their fan base. By 
spending money on an "outside of the 
box"-thinking, far-reaching, comprehen- 
sive study, the two series are able to learn 
an amazing amount of information on 
just what makes their particular fans tick. 
Not only are questions answered regard- 
ing a particular fan's likes and dislikes of 
an event or a series explained in detail, 
but a data base is created about that fan's 
age, income level, occupation, purchas- 
ing patterns, TV viewing habits, person- 
ality traits and overall opinion on what 
he or she thinks of the racing as a whole. 
Perhaps, more than anything, it lets the 
organizers and promoters know where 
they stand with their fan base. Ever hear 
the phrase "Let us know how we are 
doing?" These individual studies do just 
that. In receiving feedback from the 
respondents, each sanctioning body 
knows just what their strong and weak 
points are - and can react accordingly. 
Additionally, the information collected 
from these types of surveys (also com- 
missioned and utilized by such other 
prestigious sanctioning bodies such as 
NASCAR, NHRA, SCCA, IMSA and the 
FIA) is collated, tabulated, arranged and

Which brings me to supercross. It is 
no great secret that the sport of super- 
cross is experiencing an unprecedented 
amount of spectator support and public 
acceptance. Orlando, Minneapolis, Ana- 
heim and San Diego have all drawn 
record crowds that would make any 
motorsports sanctioning body envious. 
Why? What is going on? What brings the 
fans out? Do they like the racing? Do 
they like the racers? Were they 
impressed with what they watched? 
Would they watch it on TV? Would they 
support companies that support the 
sport? Will they come back next year? 
Will they bring their friends? 

With the sport thriving and thousands 
of spectators coming out to watch the 
races, it may be a very good time for the 
AMA and promoter groups to get togeth- 
er and commission a big-time market 
research study to find out just what is 
going on. By learning more about the fan 
base of supercross, the sport's power bro- 
kers can get a feel for what is working 
and what isn't and work towards the 
future. In addition, a solid data base can 
be created to find out just what type of 
spectator attends a supercross event. 
While we all have an opinion about what 
we enjoy (and don't enjoy) about super- 
cross, hearing it directly from the mouth 
of the average fan and spectator can pro- 
vide invaluable insight. It is imperative 
to know your fan or consumer. If you 
have ever had the chance to view a 
NASCAR event proposal (I hate to keep 
beating a dead horse here), it becomes 
very clear that the Daytona Beach, Flori- 
da-based sanctioning body has a concise 
and clear understanding of its sport and 
overall fan base. Not only is the sport of 
NASCAR Winston Cup racing described 
and presented in vivid beauty and detail, 
their spectator base is profiled and ana- 
lyzed so comprehensibly that any corpo- 
rate marketing manager who leafs 
through its pages could not help but be 
impressed. Wouldn't it be great if the 
supercross marketing people who are out 
pounding the pavement in search of the 
almighty spors sponsorship dollar were 
armed with the same type of profession- 
ally tabulated marketing ammunition? CN
